Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative inquired as to the effect of amending the 
claims to limit the claims to Bipolar II disorders. The examiner stated that while this amendment would overcome some 
aspects of the 1 12 first paragraph rejection and may possibly overcome the 102 rejection, the amendment would not 
overcome the 103 rejection and would not address ia substantial number of issues remaining with respect to the 
enablement rejection. Applicant's representative stated that the methodology relied upon in the Freimer patent is 
similar to the method of the present invention, with the exception that the teachings of Freimer are limited to Bipolar I 
disorders. Applicant's representative stated that this fact illustrates the enablement of the present invention. The 
examiner noted that the clainns of the Freimer patent are substantially distinct from those of the present application. 
Further, the fact that Freimer was granted a patent is not in and of itself controlling on the issue of whether the present 
invention is also patentable.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Fomi is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fomi will not nonmally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

5) a brief identification of the general thrust of the principal arguments presented to the examiner, 

(The identification of arguments need not be lengthy or elaborate. A veril^atim or highly detailed description of the arguments is not 
required. The identification of the arguments is sufficient if the general nature or thrust of the principal arguments made to the 
examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner.)
